A Sufpenfion of 
Arms which has been agreed upon at the Court of 
Vienna, between the Emperor and the King of France, 
has been publifhed in the Camp at Bruchfal, and at the 
other Pofts along the Rhine that are poflefled by the 
Troops of the Empire; and it is reported, that the 
French have made the fame Proclamation et all thsr 
Pefts on the other Side of the Rhine.

Worms, Now. 6. Wednefday lait the French Lieute- 
nant-General Quadt, who commands at Spires, receiv’d 
an Exprefs from the Duke of Wirtemberg, with Ad~ 
vice of the Conclufion of a Sufpenfion of Arms between 
the Emperor and the King of France ; and ina few. 
Hours after, he alfo received the fare News by an Ex- 
prefs from his Courts whereupon he immediately cook. 
down the Cannon which was planted to batter a Fort 
that the Imperialifts had built inan Ifland near the 
City of Spires. The Navigation of the Rhine is 
opened as formerly ; and on the 3d Inftant the French 
Troops which were behind their Lines, between Spires 
and Neuftadt, to draw off towards the Winter- 
Quarters allotted for them in Al face. 

Colgn, Nov. 8. By Order of our Eleétor the Prayers of 
forty Hours were began on the 6th, with the fition 
of the Hoft, in our Cathedral, to beg that God would 
be pleafed to reftore a Peace between the Powersat War, 
which Prayers were to continue fucceffively till the 
Month of Auguft next, in all the Churches 
this Ele€torate. Yefterday and To-day there went 
thro’ this City three different Expreffes from the Court 
of Vienna, to Brufiels and England, with Difpatches, 
as "tis faid, relating to the Sufpenfion of Arms, and to 
the Preliminaries for treating of Peace in a Con- 
grefs. Our Eleétor intends to repair very foon to Mus 
nich, in order, as we are affured, to confer with his 
Brother the Eleétor of Bavaria about the Negociations 
for a Peace. ~~ One would be apt to think that Count 
Seckendorf had not received the Order for the 
fion of Hoitilities on the 3d Inflant; becaufe the faid 
General, on that very Day, feized a Polt belonging to 
the French on this Side of the Mofelle, and a Br: 
which they had laid over that River. And Brigadier 
Kleinholtz, on the other hand, with a Body of Dragoons 
and Trench Huflars, attacked 500 Imperialitts that 
came to cut Palifades for Traerbach, where, tis faid, 
he furrounded them, killed feveral on the Spor, and 
took 200 Prifoners, among whom were a Major and a 
Captain. Tho’ this Circumftance needs Confirmation, 
there is another Particular which is more certain, and 
feems to be both a Confirmation and Confequence of 
a Sufpenfion of Arms, viz. That Lieutenant-Colonel 
Galhau, and Captain Pauli, the two noted French Par- 
tifans, who were taken Priioners three Weeks ago, 
and afterwards carried to the Fortrefs of Rheiafels, are 
now releafed, and conduéted with a Guard to Philipf- 
burg. —— The Lord Primrofe, a Voluntier in 
Imperial Army, who was wounded at the late Aétion 
at the Salm, is out of Danger. 

Hanover, Nov. 4, The King, our moft’ Serene 
Eleétor, fet out hence on the 2d Inftant, at one o’Clock 
in the Mecaing, for his Britifh Dominions ; and not 
withftanding Unfeafonablenefs of the Time, and 
the Badnefs of the Weather, there were incredible 
Crowds of People in all the Avenues to the Caftie, and 
in all the Streets thro’ which he pafied, who took their 
Leave of him with Tears in their Eyes, to think they 
were going to be deprived of the Prefence of fo graciv 
ous a Prince and Benefaftor. Two Englifh Mefien- 

rs rode before his Chaife, which was drawn by fiz 

orfes, and two Life Guard Men mounted on Poft 
Horfes, were all his Coavoy. Before his Majeity 
went away, the Colonels de Vinck and Soubiron, who 
are now making the Campzign in Germany, were de- 
clared Brigadiers, in Coniideration of their gallant 
Behaviour in the late Action near the Mofelle, berween 
the Germans and French, 

Hague, Now. 1z.N. 8. Letters of the 2oth ult. from 
Warlaw, fay, that the Deputies in the Dyet had nog 
then agreed on the Choice of a Maffhal. The 1oth 
Inftant, according to our Stile, being his Britannick 
Majefty’s Birth-day, his Excellency Dr. ee 
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Brisith AmbeMador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, 
es a Magruficent Entertainment to the foreign Mini- 
ers, to fevesal Lords of the Regency, and other Per- 
Sons of Difunction, upon thar Occafion. The Baron 
d’Afcamp, Lieutenant Governor of, the .Psovince of 
Namur, died fudden!y at Brufielslaft Sunday Morning, 
after having fupped heartily but the Night before with 
fome of his Friends. 
Rome, O30b. 22. The French Ambaffador, the 
.Puke de St. Aignan, went laft Wednefday to Albano, 
ro pay a Vifit to the Chevalier de St. George. He 
was accompanied by the Marquis de Puifieux, Ambaf- 
tador from the King of Spain to King Don Carlos, 
who fet out, after the Vifit was over, for Naples, from 
whence fome Letters fay, that a dangerous Confpiracy 
‘has been difcovered there, formed by one Mancini and 
‘others his Accomplices, who have been apprehended, 
and committed Prifoners to the Caftle of Baja. "J1s 
faid they had laid a Plot to kidnap the King while he 
was hunting near the Sea Coait, and to carry him to 
“Triefte, in a light Veflel that was to be ready near the 
Shore for the Purpofe. We are impatient to know the 
feal Treth of this Report, of which fome doubts but 
others will have it, that ‘twas for this Reafon the Mar- 
quis de Puifieux haftened his Departure for Naples fome 
Days fooner chan he intended. 


LONDON. 


Yelterday being the Anniverfary of the Birth and 
Marriage of King Wtti1aM III. the fame was cele- 
brated in the Cities of London and Weltminfter, with 
Ringing of Bells, Bonfires, and the other ufual Tokens 
of Refpeét paid to his Immontat Memory. And 
the Citizens feem in' a very good Difpofition to 
remember, that this Day is the happy Anniverfary of 
his landing at Torbay, to refcue thefe Nations from 
Popery and Slavery, as well as ofthe Deliverance of 
their Anceitors in Parliament, from the horrid Gun- 
powder Plot. 

‘[o-morrow will be held a General Council at St. 
James’s, for farther Proroguing the Parliament, which 
itands Prorogued to the 11th Inilant. . 

Lait Monday Night about 11 o’Clock a Fire broke 
out ma Coal Cellar in Oxendon-ftreet near the Hay- 
market, which burnt Part of the Cellar, and the 
Back Part of the Houfe ; but by timely Affiftance it 
was happily extinguifhed without doing any other 

amage. 

They write from Scotland, that laft Monday was 

Se’nnight died at Newhailles near Edinburgh, the Seat 
6f Sir James Dalrymple, Bart. his Son-in-Law, the 
Right Hon. Thomas Earl of Hadington, one of the 
Knights Companions of the moft Ancient and moft 
Noble Order of the Thiitle, and Sheriff-Principal of 
the Shire of Hadington, univerfally beloved, and there- 
fore univerfally regretted. On the 28th of February 
4715-6 he was elected one of the fixteen Peers for Scot- 
land (in the roomof the Marquis of 'weedale deceas’d) 
was cleéted a Knight of the Thiitle on the rit of March 
1716-7, and on the 17th of April following he was 
made Governor of Edinburgh Caftle, and in March 
1727-8, his Lordship was appointed one of his prefent 
Majefty’s mo Hon. Privy Council. But after having 
ferved in the three laft Parliaments of Great Britain, 
he had the unfortunate Honour to be named in a Litt 
in which the Minority fell at the lait Eleétion, and 
about that ‘Time he was difplaced from being one of 
the Lords Commiffioners of Police. His Death has not 
only touched his Family, his Relations, his Neigh- 
bours, his ‘Tenants and his Servants in the moft feniible 
Manner ; but his Country has loit a Nobleman confpi- 
cuous for Honour, Integrity, and true Patriotifm, of a 
happy and an agreeable Turn in Converfation and 
Works of Wit; but, above every thing, fleady in Prin- 
ciple, benevolent to all, and a Friend to Mankind. 
, His Lordthhip married Helen, Daughter to John 
Hope of Hoptoun, iq; by whom he had a Son named 
Charles, and two Daughters; which Charles, Lord 
Binny, was, in 1722, elected a Member of Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of St. Germains in Cornwal, and 
in 1720 Was married to Rachel, Daughter to George 
Bailie of Jerrifwood, fq; by whom he had two Sons 
and a Daughter; bat he died alfo, univerially beloved, 
afew Years ago at Naples; fo that his eldeft Son 
Thomas now fucceeds to the Honour and Eitate of his 
Grandfather the deceafed Earl of Hadington. 

The fame Advices mentiona Fire that confumed (e- 
veral Houfes at Kelfo, on Wednefday Se’nnight, and 
apother that broke out at a Wheelwright’s Shop in the 
Street at the South End of Potter-Row at Edinburgh 
on Monday was Se’nnight, which burnt it to Athes, 
with all the Materials therein, to a confiderable Va- 
lus.

Briftel, Nov. 1. We have the bad News of the three 
following Ships being lately loit in bad Weather; viz.

Under'the Letters was 
an Orange, from which a Spear iffued piercing a Dra- 
gon. But the regular Order of the Lights were {poilt 
by fome Perfons in the Crowd, who had the Affurance 
to fling Stones, &c. which occafioned feveral Perfons to 
be taken into Cuftody.
